M X recommended to Mr. SOUBWINE that he re- 
sign and file bankruptcy proceedings as he could 
retire And receive retirement payments which would ' 
not be affected by the bankruptcy. Mr. SOURWINE 
did not accept my recommendation and Senator 
EASTLAND took the position that if Mr. SOURWINE 
did not want to quit he would not fire him. 

"The immediate pressing problem was to 
raise cash to pay the creditors who would not cooper-

to $1,800 and for security I held the title to 
his automobile which he signed in blank. Mr. 
SOURWINE then withdrew the money he had credited 
to Ais account in the Government retirement system 
and he repaid me ;the money I had loaned him 
and he used the balance to pay creditors who 
demanded immediate payment.

SOTOWINE informed me he had borrowed
